f REVIEW OF TERRY GILBERT'S ARTICLE, CALGARY HERALD, MARCH li, 1989

March 11, 1989 will go down as 
a red letter day for Calgary’s 
estimated 10,000 Lesbian and 
Gay youth. The Calgary Herald, 
under the supervision of Terry 
Gilbert, devoted a full page 
andga vhaln tom hes plight ot 
local gay youth. 

Now let me state at this point 
that I am not a big fan of 
these sorts of articles; most 
often they are of the 
*pity-the-poor-homosexual-youn 
zgster-—he-or-she-dosen’ t-have- 
the-same-opportunity-to-grow- 
as -do-Others-Vevanietyie OF welt 
we’re really lucky, we might 
get an 
*everybody-must-—be-aware-of-— 
the-problems-faced-by-today’ s- 
homosexual-youth-they-must-—be- 
strong-to-stand-up-to-such-— 
strenous-—odds-as-they-experien 
ce-everyday-—in-school-etc-—and- 
so-on”. 

Right, Thanx a lot. Now don’t 
get me wrong; I’m really not 
trying to be facetious. 

These sorts of articles are 
important: they open wide for 
the public some of the 
realities of growing up gay-- 
an important step in closing 
an ever predominant cultural 
and communication gap between 
gay youth and the rest of 
civilization. The problem, at 
least in our point of view, 
lies in these articles 
intended audience. Of the many 
such articles that I have 
read, none have been aimed at 
the gay youth themselves; 
rather they provide a sort of 
glimpse for outside observers. 
Nothing has really been 
written, at least in newspaper 
format, FOR gay youth. 

Not so with Terry’s article. 


Terry has taken the logical, 
and really the only practical 
approach of actually 
interviewing local lesbian and 
gay youth, hearing them out, 
and printing their feelings 
and concerns. Our group was a 
major part of this process, 
with many of our members 
providing input. 

The end result was primarily 
gay youth stating their cases. 
Terry Gilbert remained 
remarkably unbiased in her 
writing and kept her own 
comments to a minimum, letting 
the subject matter speak for 
themselves--an added bonus. 
Complimenting the main article 
were a few additional pieces 
on homosexuality pertaining to 
youth--an article on how 
homosexuality is treated [or 
virtually ignored] by the 
Board of Education; one from 
the Stateston;”hurtfiul slang”, 
and, £O? CLOpiiicwoLt ea 
comprehensive listing of 
lesbian and gay institutions 
and support groups. 

In all, a remarkable effort 
for which we should all be 
thankful,

Despite our good intentions, 
our volunteers are not 
counselors, and in some 
Situations we may have to 
refer the caller to a more 
qualified service.
